the town of Suyiit (al-Asyat), on the banks of the River Nile, almost 250 miles 
south of Cairo, Egypt. 

His father, Kamaluddin Abu Bakr (Allah 4 have mercy on him) died in the 
year 855aH/1451ce, when Imam Jalaluddin as-Suyiti was yet a child of six years, 


and thus, he was raised an orphan. His father had entrusted the Imam to, among _ 


others, the Hanafi master, Kamaluddin ibn al-Humam (d. 861aH/ 1457ce), who 
took care of him. 


His Teachers 

Imam Jalaluddin as-Suyati had memorised the Holy Qur’an when he was of 
the tender age of eight years. Thereafter, he pursued studies in Arabic language 
and grammar as well as all the Islamic sciences, seeking knowledge from over 
a hundred and fifty teachers, who were all erudite scholars in their own right. 
Some of his illustrious teachers include: Sharafuddin al-Munawi, Sirdjuddin 
al-Bulqini, Ahmad ibn Ibrahim ibn Nasrullah al-Kinani al-Hanbali, Ahmad 
ibn Muhammad al-Bulqini, Jalaluddin al-Mahalli, Shamsuddin as-Sakhawi, 
Sayfuddin Qasim ibn Qatlubaghi, etc. Allah a have mercy on all of them.

His Students 
There are numerous fortunate students who sought knowledge and wisdom 
from Imam Jalaluddin as-Suyiifl. The more famous of those students include:

Imam Jalaluddin as-Suydti is well known throughout the world, due to his 
attractive style of writing and his appealing authorship. 

He enjoyed a lofty status as a historian, a philologist, a hadith expert, an 
exegete, an expert jurist, and moreover, a lover of Allah 3% and His Beloved 
Messenger, Muhammad #. 


His Death 


Imam Jalaluddin as-Suyiti passed to the Next World on Thursday 18" Jumada 
al-Ula 91 1aH/17" October 1505c, after suffering an illness for seven days. He is 
buried in Hawsh Qawsiin in Cairo, Egypt. 

It is said that his funeral prayer was also performed in absentia, as per its 
legality in the Shafi school, at the Umawi Masjid in Damascus, Syria.

Imam Jalaluddin as-Suyati originally gave this book the title Anmitdhaj al-Labib 
Ji Khasa’is al-Habib $5 — A Model for the Wise on the Unique Particulars of the Beloved 
&, but it is better known as al-Khasd’is as-Sughra - A Summary of the Unique 
Particulars (of the Beloved Prophet Muhammad $4). The author himself states in 
its preface that he rendered this book a summary of the larger Kifayat at-Talib 
al-Labib fi Khasai’s al-Habib — Sufficiency for the Wise Seeker Of the Unique Particulars of 


the Beloved $s, better known as al-Khasa’is al-Kubra — The Major Prophetic Particulars 
(on the Miracles of the Best of Creations if). 
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This Translation 

Our translation of this wonderful masterpiece by Imam Jalaluddin as-Suyuti 
commenced on 1* Muharram 1437aH/15° October 2015cE, and it concluded 
on 12” Raby‘ al-Awwal 1437aH/24" December 2015ce. 

For the source text, we used the online copy that is available at 
http://ansaralmostafa.mam9.com/t249-topic (accessed on 10th October 
2015cz). We also referred to an Urdu translation, though that was mostly but 
not always consistent with the source text — in language, references or content 
structure and arrangement. 

We have provided references to some of the hadiths mentioned herein for the 
benefit of the reader. As additions to the original text, we have also placed brief 
explanations as a continuation to it and as essential wording in square brackets so 
as to facilitate the reader in understanding the objective of the author. However, 
the text itself is such that where ambiguities and confusions may occur, though 
we have attempted to remove them all, the reader ought to refer to a qualified 
scholar or relevant texts. An example of such confusions is where the author has 
mentioned the legal permissibility for the Community of the Messenger of Allah 
& joining two prayers when travelling, ill or when it is raining. This might seem a 
little odd to those who follow the Hanafi school, however, the author adhered to 
the Shafi'l school which permits it. 

There are other suchlike legal as well as esoteric issues that one might not 
be comfortable in embracing at first, and thus it is important to refer to those of 
higher authority and detail for their explanation. 

It is very noticeable that the text is not consistent, and it ebbs and flows at 
times. One may often find points mentioned in one section more appropriate 
to another section. Moreover, the source text lacks headings that might have 
provided the reader more clarity and understanding of each section. It is thus 
that we have inserted headings in square brackets to remedy such inconsistencies, 
render it flowing and remove its ebbing, and making clear the points that seem to 
be mentioned out of place in the source text without compromising its original 
arrangement and order. 

Moreover, we have refrained from adding prayers of mercy and blessings to 
the names of the scholars cited herein, and hence, we make prior supplications 
for them to the Almighty that He ,js# blesses their efforts, showers incessant divine 
mercy over their souls, and most importantly, accepts their love for the Beloved 
&. Amin. 
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Since we are prone to mistakes and forgetfulness, we would only be pleased if 
any mistakes herein were pointed out to us so that we may rectify them. However, 
any mistakes there may be are mine, and the good herein is from the mercy of 
Allah 2.

The text of Abii Sa‘id from Sharaf al-Mustafa reads: “He $% would seek the 
forgiveness of Allah ,f# seventy times cvery day even though he #& would not 
ain? 

The text of Razin in his Khasa’s reads: “Among his # obligations is that he 
& secks the forgiveness of Allah gy seventy times every day.” 


[His % Ritual Prayers] 

(Furthermore, he j& is distinguished from his $s Community because:] 

» there were two units [of prayer] obligatory on him & after the ‘ar prayer 

» all of his $ supererogatory prayers were obligatory [in status] — because 
supererogatory acts are to compensate [for losses], but there was no 
deficiency in his ritual prayer for them to compensate. 
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i ified with: 

* apereatin [as a reward] for each prayer performed during each 
day and night — in accordance with what took place on the Night when 
he #& was taken on the Night Journey (Laylat al [srit). Hadiths have been 
mentioned with regards to his $ ritual prayers reaching a hundred units, 
besides the five [daily obligatory ritual prayers] 3 ; 

» he $% would wake anyone he $4 would ever pass by who was sleeping during 
the time for prayer. This is in conformity to the saying of Allah gy: 


Dis Jere st 
(O Beloved Messenger $5) Call to the way of your Lord.*! 


He [i.e. Razin] said: “He # is specified in that it is obligatory on him to: 
» perform ‘agigah (sacrifice an animal on the occasion of a child’s birth) 

» repay a gift 

» be harsh on the rejecters [of the Truth] 

» encourage the Muslims to fight [in defence]. 


{Other Obligations for Him % and on Him 3]

#, contrary to other people, would never concede to forgetfulness or error. It is 
necessary to stop here, as it is a point of difference for other people, regarding 
the superiority between leading ritual prayer and calling the adhan. 

Some of the Hanafi [scholars] have mentioned: “The obligation to perform 
funeral prayer (jandzah) in his & time would not lapse unless he # performed 
it.” This is interpreted as funeral prayer being a personal obligation upon him 
& but a communal obligation upon others.

[Other Prohibitions for Him #] 

(Furthermore, it is prohibited for him #5:] 

» to do favours in order to seck more for himself $. This means that he B 
would not give a gift to gain more back from it 

» to indicate with the eyes towards that which the people consider a luxury of 
the mundane life of this world 

» to express treachcrous cyes (khd’inat al-a9un). This is to indicate in such a 
manner towards that which is permitted, such as [legally sanctioned] killing 
or beating, as is against the apparent. This was the same [ruling] for the 
[other] Prophets 2a. 


(Furthermore, it is prohibited for him g&:] 

» to deceive in battle — according to what Ibn al-Qass has mentioned, but the 
majority have opposed him

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gues Pertaining to His & Marriage] 
[Furthermore, it is prohibited for him &:) 
» to keep a woman [as his #% wife] who disliked him &. According to one of 
two opinions, she was prohibited to him & forever 
to marry a woman who had not migrated — according to one of two reports 
to marry a woman from among the People of the Scripture. It is said: “... 
as well as keeping her as a bondmaid,” 
to marry a Muslim bondmaid. If he % could marry a bondmaid and his 
& child born from her being free, paying [the master] for it would not be 
incumbent on the Prophet #, and in such a case it would not be stipulated 
for him # to have committed a wrong nor would have faz! al-hurrah (capacity 
to marry a freewoman) been compromised. He # may have more than one 
[bondmaid]. 
Imam al-Haramayn said: “If he $ was to marry [a bondmaid] by mistake, 
paying [the master] for the child would not be incumbent on him &.” 

Ibn ar-Raf‘ah said: “Even thinking of that about him % is not [a matter] 
settled upon.” 

Al-Bulqini said: “His $4 being pushed to marrying a bondmaid can never be 
thought of. Even if a bondmaid appealed to him #, it would be obliged on her 
master to offer her to him # as a gift — as an analogy to food.” 

If he # sent a marriage proposal and it was rejected, he # would not 
resend it. This is how it is [mentioned] in a mursai (expedited) hadith, as it bears 
prohibition and disapproval, as an analogy to keeping a woman [as his $& wife] 
who dislikes him #. I did not find anything opposing this. 


Ibn Sab‘ has enumerated among his 3% unique particulars: 
» prohibition to attack [the enemy in battle] after he & had heard the adhan. 


[What He # Would Refrain from Doing] 

Al-Quda‘ and others have enumerated among his $ unique particulars that: 

» he 4% would not accept gifts from those who associated partners with Allah 
ae 

» he & would not seek their assistance 

» he #& would not bear witness for injustice. 
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It was prohibited for him & to consume alcohol from the very beginning of 
{his $4] prophethood, prior to it being forbidden to the people by approximately 
twenty years. It was never permitted to him &. [It is mentioned] in a hadith:

The first thing my Lord forbade me after idol-worship was drinking wine and being 
candid with the people” 


“I was prohibited from making myself naked and from revealing my private 
parts fifty years prior to my announcing prophethood.” 

Lady ‘A‘ishah & said: “I did not see his # [private parts] and he %& did not 
see mine.” 

He & specifically forbade ‘Alt g from having a donkey mate with a horse. 
Razin mentioned this. 

He § would not pray the funeral of one who broke trusts and nor of one 
who comunitted suicide. In al-Mustadrak, it is reported from Abii Qatadah who 


said:

Whenever the Prophet $s was called to a funeral, he $ would ask about the deceased.

[His & Partaking in Battle] 

Qatadah g& said: “It is from among his # unique particulars that if he & 
himself took part in battle, it is obliged on everyone to go with him §&, based 
upon the saying of Allah 3:

During his %& era, Jihad was a personal obligation (fard ‘gyn) — according © 
one of two opinions with us, but after him & it is among the acts that are 
communal obligation (fard kifayah),

In some of the Collections of at-Tikrid, I saw that mahr al-mithl (the customary 
and reasonable amount of dowry that a woman of her status would receive) 
cannot even be conceived for the daughter of the Prophet #s as there was none 
of her status. 

It is forbidden to look at the person of his $& wives in cloaks — as al-Qadi 
qyad and others have explicitly mentioned. /

It may be that this refers to those who are connected to him #& by 
prophethood. It is this that is a proof for [the aforementioned story].”

» [his &] permission to bequeath absolutely to his #5 family — as for others 
there is an opinion that it is not permitted due to an obscurity in the 
wording, and due to it vacillating between close relatives and loans. They 
ic. the scholars} mentioned this in Bab al-Wasiyyah (Chapters on Wills and 
Bequests) 

» there is none suitable in marriage to his #& descendants — they [i.e. the 
scholars] mentioned this in Bab an-Nikah (Chapters on Marriage) 

» [the title] astraf is applicd to them; the singular is sharif — and they are 
the children of ‘Al @, ‘Aqil g&, Ja‘far @, and ‘Abbas &. This is the 
Nomenclature of the earlier generations 
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» in Egypt, the specification of [the word] sharif was to the children of al

It may also be that he §& desired his § prayer to be general for 
them, as there may be among them those who were buried when he & was not 
there, or they were unknown and so he # had not prayed for them — thus, he

$e: “Adjudicate as you $ wish, because whatever you $& decide is correct and 
agreed by me.” Most [scholars] have acknowledged this in the principles [of 
religion].

One group has gone [with the opinion] that it is among his $ unique 
particulars: his $4 being prohibited to practise independent reasoning (ijtitad) 
due to his 3% having the capacity to reach certainty through Revelation.

68. The Prophet Muhammad 4 responds to the greeting of peace made to him J, as is mentioned 
in many hadiths, such as that r 


related by Aba Hurayrah g&: “The Prophet # said: ‘If any one 
of yous sa me, Allah i returns my soul to me and I respond to the greeting.” (Aba Dawid, 
ar . 
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Aba ‘Umar ad-Dimishqi as-Sifi said: “Allah yg» has obligated presentation 
of miracles upon the Prophets x@ — so that the people may believe in them; 
He he has obligated concealing miracles upon the Friends [of Allah 42] so that 
they are not taken to task.” 

‘Abu’l-Abbas al-Marwazi as-Sayyari said: “Risk is for the Prophets 2, 
whispering is for the Friends [of Allah 4], and contemplation is for the general 
public.” 

In Bahr al-Kalam, an-Nasafi said: “The souls of the Prophets 4@ leave their 
bodies and take the forms of musk and camphor. The souls of martyrs leave 
their bodies and reside in the hearts of green birds.” 


[Honours for Prophets 24] 

It is among the unique particulars of the Prophets x@: 

» verily, there shall be thrones of gold erected for them at the Station [in the 
Plain of the Great Gathering on the Day of Judgement] upon which they 
shall sit. This shall not be the case for any one but them 3@. 


Sa‘id ibn al-Musayyib & said: “There is no religious seclusion ((‘kaf) other 
than in the Masjid of the Prophet #.” An-Nasa’i has taken this from the hadith 
of Qutaybah. 

[It is mentioned] in the Kardmat al-Awliya’ of Khal ibn as-Sunni, on the 
authority of Bishr ibn al-Harith, that these hadiths were mentioned in his 
presence on the answering of supplications, etc., and so he said: “I do not refute 
any of these but two things: [use of] gold and walking on water; because none 
have been given them other than the Prophets 2.” 

An-Nawawi mentions a hadith: 


Bagge... Sie rent I Sy de get 
No baby is born except that Shaytan nips tt ..., 
except for Maryam ‘@ and her son Poa 


The apparent side of this hadith specifies this merit to Prophet ‘Isa ## and his 
mother #@, whereas al-Qadi ‘yd has hinted that all the Prophets a@ share this 
[merit].

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[It is mentioned] in Hasheyat al-Kashshaf of at-Tibi in reference to the saying 
of Allah 2: 
Now, Allah 3 has lightened (the burden) from you (O Prophet Muhammad $4). 70 


that as-Sulami reported from an-Nasrabadi: “This lightening [of the burden] 
was for the Community rather than for the Messenger #. How can one B seek 
to have lightened in order to gain the opposite when the burden of the trust of 
prophethood [already] weighs him & down? And how can he $& seck fit], when 
it is he #& who says: ‘It is with You ,%# that I leap’ and ‘It is with You 8 that 
go about’? When it is such with a person, how can it be lightened from him B, 
and how can it be burdensome upon him $4?” 

[It is mentioned] in Ta’rtkh ibn Asakir, on the authority of Hatim ar-Razi, 
who said: “Since when Allah 3% created Prophet Adam %@, there has been no 
Community that has been preserving the traces of their Prophet 42, except for 
this Community.” Then, a man said to him: “O Abii Hatim, they sometimes 
report a hadith that has no basis.” He replied: “Their scholars can distinguish 
between the sound and the fabricated. Thus, their reporting an incorrect hadith 
is to make it clear to those who come after them that they have distinguished 
the traces and preserved them.” 

As-Subki said: “Verily, one who prays with the Prophet #, and then 
deliberately stands up with him for the fifth [unit], or he deliberately makes 
the salutation after two [units with him §&], his prayer is not void.” 

That is because it is possible for the Revelation to have come to him & 
with regards to addition or subtraction. As for after him 3, whenever the 


worshipper being led by the imam follows him in that [as aforementioned], his 
prayer stands void. 


[His @ Unique Qualities] 
In Sharh as-Sunan, Ibn al-‘Arabi mentioned, among his #& unique particulars: 


» travelling alone due to his $& being safe from Shaytan, as opposed to anyone 
else.

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Jn at-Tanwir, Ibn Dihyah said: “Allah 3g specified His 4 Prophet #& with a

[Preferring Him @ Over One’s Own Self] 

I studied the book Husn al-Igtisds li-ma Yata‘allaqu bi’l-Tkhtisas. of Shaykh 
Badruddin ibn ad-Damamini, and I saw in it that he said: “It is among his f& 
unique particulars: the obligation to protect him % with [one’s own] life.” 

Tbn al-Munayyir” said: “Allah 332 has obligated for his $& sake that he Abe 
preferred over [one’s own] life, and that he $& be more beloved to every Believer 
than their own selves.” 

Thus, on the day of [the Battle of] Uhud, Sa‘d g& said: “It shall by my 
throat before yours g&.” This is among his @& unique particulars, and it is 
undisputed that this is not incumbent on anyone other than for him &. Is it 
permitted to do likewise for the sake of someone else? Apparently, it is not 
Permitted, based on the analogy of the impermissibility of sacrificing water [to 
another] for purification purposes, and for drinking purposes if it contributes to 
the death of the one who possesses the water. 


[His #& Descendants are Not Slaves] 
He said: “Just observe, is there a prohibition for him &% to marry a bondmaid? 
Their reasoning is that whoever marries a bondmaid, his child from her will 
be a slave, whereas his %& status is above anything of the sort. Therein is the 
indication that the al-Hasani and al-Husayni nobles (sharéf} are prohibited 
from marrying bondmaids ~ that it will lead to their children from them being 
enslaved, whereas the status of the Master of the Creation is too lofty for any 
of his 4% descendants to be enslaved,” 

And when Ibn al-Munayyir spoke regarding the hadith in the Commentary on 
al-Bukhar’, mentioned in the chapter Man Malaka mina’l-Arabi Ragigan — Whoewer 
Acquired the Ownership of @ Slave, wherein is the saying: 


an, tea te Roan 
71. He is Nasiruddin ibn al-Munayyir (d. 683A /12844n), 
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eee] 5 Solel tga 
Free tt, for it is from among the children of Ismail 3” 


he said: ‘with me, it necessitates there being a distinction in the Arabs being 
owned (as slaves}; [especially] the specification of the nobles (sharif) among the 
descendants of Fatimah &. Thus, if we were to hypothesise that an al-Hasani 
or an al-Husayni was to marry a bondmaid, it would render it impossible for us 
to oppose that the child from her would not be enslaved. 

Its proof is the saying of the Prophet $s: 


set a5 Satta 
Free it, for it ts from among the children of Ismail x." 


Its being from the descendants of Prophet Isma‘l 4@ entails it being 
recommended [to free it], and therefore what we have mentioned is tantamount 
to absolute unlawfulness [in enslaving the descendants of Prophet Muhammad 
#). Opposing this [opinion] is extremely difficult.” 


[Fragrance of the Prophet #] 
He [i-e. Ibn al-Munayyir] said: “It is among his & unique particulars: that 
whenever he # would take a path that someone else might follow, the latter 
would recognise that he & took [this path] by his @& fragrance. Al-Bukhari 
mentioned this, on the authority of Jabir &, in his at-Ta’rtkh al-Kabir. 

Ishaq ibn Rahiwayh said: “His ® fragrance cmitted without applying 
perfume.’ 

Some [of the scholars] have enumerated this among his #& unique 
particulars.” 

Ends [Ibn al-Munayyir’s statement]. 


[His @ Telling Stories of the Past and Future] 

Itis among that which is [mentioned] in the Jadhkirah of Shaykh Badruddin ibn 
as-Sahib: “It was the desire of the Prophets 3 that inclined towards finding a 
man who would tell them stories of the previous peoples and the future peoples. 


Sahil; Muslim, al-Musnad as-Sabih. 
iis; Muslim, al-Musnad as-Sahih. 
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Thus came the Prophet [Muhammad 3] [as a fulfilment] to all of those desireg 
and he $& told many stories, and he g& filled the world with goodness,” , 


[The Black Spot — Removed] 
In at-Tawshth, Ibn as-Subki said: “I heard [my] father saying: ‘It was Shed 


about the black spot that was removed from the heart of the Prophet 3% when 
his & chest was split open in his #& childhood, and the angel’s saying: ‘It jg 
Shaytan’s [influential] portion in you &,’ that was the black spot that Allih ro 
had created in the hearts of humans, receiving everything that Shaytan casts 
into it. It was removed from the heart of the Prophet #, and thus, no space 
remained inside it that would receive what Shaytan could cast into it.’ He said: 
‘This is the meaning of the hadith: Shaytan never had a portion (of influence) in it, Ag 
for what the angel had cleaned out, it was from the human innate disposition, 
and thus the acceptor [of Shaytanic influence] was removed — that with which 
any wrongful accusation would not have been entertained [regardless].’ 

I asked him: ‘Then why did Allah 3 create this acceptor [of Shaytanic 
deceptions] inside that Noble Person $% when it was possible for Allah 2% not 
to have created it therein.’ 

He replied: ‘It is from among the absolute parts of the human. Its creation 
is the completion of the human form — which is necessary. He ,3 removed it 
out of His 3% divine favour that became apparent later on.” 

(My] brother saw [my] father after his death — there were many lights 
upon him, and he [i.c. my brother] knew in his heart that it was due to this 


discussion.” 


[His # Blessed Body is Fresh] 
In at-Tabagat, as-Subki said: “It is not established with me that the body of 


any Friend [of Allah 3%] be revived after many ages [have passed] and [after] 
it had become decomposed bones — after which it may live when it has been 
revived after a long time. This account has not reached us, and I do not believe 
that this has occurred with any of the Friends [of Allah 2). [However,] there 
is no doubt in something like this happening for the Prophets x@ — something 
like this happening would be a [Prophetic] miracle, which [saintly] miracles 


cannot reach.”
